BURLEY - A flight instructor and his 
student, both local businessmen, were 
killed Saturday when their small plane 
crashed on the Cassia County fairgrounds 
after it took off from the Burley Municipal 
Airport. 

John Stokes. 47, of Burley, and Travis 
Tilby, 44. of the Springdale area, were 
killed instantly, Cassia County Sheriff Bil* 
ly Crystal said. 

Witnesses said that as the single-engine 
Cessna ISO was taking off just before 
noon, it made a sharp turn to the left and 
nose-dived into the ground. Crystal said. 
Three witnesses saw the crash as they were 
driving by the field where the carnival is

the Bulge a month earlier, American 
forces h^ suflered 1 1 percent casualties. 

At Gettysburg, it was 18 percenL 

“In our platoon we hod 60 or 70 men . 
when it started,” said Eldon Baldwin, 71, 
a Jerome County cattle rancher. “When it i 
was over, we had 15 of the original i

Iwo Jima, located 760 southeast of 
Tokyo, provided the Army Air Force with 
an emergency airstrip for its B-29s that 
were bombing Japan, but its symbolie val- 
ue was far greater. Associated Press pho- 
tographer Joe Rosenthal's picture of four 
Marines and a Navy corpsman hoisting 
the American flog atop Mount Suribachi 
provided the corps with an indelible sym- 
bol and America with a new view of the 
world.

to restore at

guage of public 
debate*' was less 
harsh, especially to presidents. 

“They were subject to the same 
criticism, but ... by and large it 
wasn’t ne^y as intense or public,” 
Clinton said. “And the news rules 
wefe different then." 

“The nature of coverage of poli- 
tics today and the instantaneous 
commentary about every issue and 
the obsession with process over 


product and with politit^ over poli- 
cy, 1 think these things jUst give a 
president-less space,” he lamented 
Clinton said it was only natural 
for him to wonder how ot^ presi- 
dents would meet the challenges 
’ that he faces; and vice versa. 

“You can't help imagining how 
you would haye done in their dme, 
how they would do in your time,”

First lady Hillary . Rodham 
Clinton, to a separate Interview with 
U.S. News & World Report, voiced 
similar concerns about “the tenden-

"Unless we all figure out how 
we’re going to sustain a democracy 
in the Information-Overload Age, 
I’m coticerned about who will enter 
public life, who will stay in- public 
life,” she said 

Her work on health care and 
other issues aside, Mrs. Clinton said * 
her most important job is to be a 
support to her husband. 

“It may be something of great 
moment, but more likely it’s just to 
kick back, have a conversation or 
even play a game of cards and just 
listen to him ruminate,” she said. “I 
mean, whatever it takes to kind of 
be thm for him.

Ferguson trial shows 
a constitutional right 


NEW YORK (AP) — A sham? A 
circus? A charade? The bizarre trial 
of Colin Ferguson was all that and 
.-more..Ie^.expeils say..It.was also 
his constitutional right — and possi- 
ble grounds for appeal. 

The sight of him acting os his own 
lawyer, grilling (he people he 
gunned down on a crowded com- 
muter train or spouting cockeyed 
conspiracy theories in the days 
before his conviction on Friday, 
infuriated them and relatives of the 
six people who were killed. 

“It’s terrific for people to sec this 
and announce, ‘This is horrible. Put 
a stop to it,"’, said New York lawyer 
Martin Adelmon, an expert on cases' 
in which defend^ts represent them- 
selves. "But once you give a judge 
the power to determine who can and 
cannot represent themselves, you ore 
-fettering a person’s right to trial.” 

That right — guaranteed in the 
Sixth Amendment — has-been 
upheld repeatedly, right up to the 
Supreme Court. A criminal defen- 
dant is “entitled to be the master of 
his;own fate,” the 2nd U.S. Circuit 
Co^ofAppealsheldin 1965. 

In the . New York state 
Constitution, the guarantee is even 
stit^nger: “In any trial in any court 
wbiitsoever the party accused shall 
be flowed to appear and defend in 
perpon.” Denial is grounds for rever- 
sal of any conviction. 

^Without question, Colin 
Feijguson hod the absolute right to 
represent himself,” said Barry 
Slc^nick, whose ex-client, subway 
gunman Bemie Goetz, also has rep- 
resented himself. "No matter what 
anjibody else thinks about it, he’s 
gotia right.” 

' The law did little to assuage the 
Court TV viewers, talk radio callers 
and newspaper readers offended by 
sights like these during the three- 
week trial: 

*. Ferguson trying unsuccessfully 
to call a witness who claimed that 
he had. been kidnapped by the CIA 
and that Ferguson's behavior was 


controlled by a computer chip plant- 
ed in his brain. 

• The defendant oruiouncing that 
- the Jewish Defense-League was- 

aware of a plot to kill him in jail, 
and that the plot was linked to the 
prison slaying of Wisconsin mass 
murderer Jeffrey Dahmcr. 

* A closing argument that assert- 
ed the 19 shooting survivors plotted 
with police to frame Ferguson. 

.A Daily News letter to the editor 
summed up the public dismay this 
way: 

"I would like to know how in the 
world Judge Bclfi can let this trial 
go on with Colin Ferguson as his 
"own lawyer," demanded Frank 
Branciforti of Queens. “This is a 
travesty of justice, and Judge Belfi 
should have that nut committed.” 

Donald Belfi is the judge who 
allowed Ferguson to represent him- 
self, over the objections of lawyers 
-who-wanted— the— 37-year-old— 
Jamaican immigrant to plead insani- 
ty. Ferguson rejected the lawyers’ 
^vice, then fir^ them. 

"I'lh sane, and that’s for all eter- 
nity,” said Ferguson. 

While the Constitution grants a 
right to self-representation, it’s up to 
the judge to decide if a defendant is 
competent do that. 

So the decision to let Ferguson rep- 
resent himself could provide fertile 
grounds for an appeal, said defense 
lawyer Gerald Lefcourt, who repre- 
sented Abbie Hoffman and mobster 
Matty “The Horae” lonnicllo. 

“Oddly enough, it’s a very good 
appellate issue," said Lefcourt. “It 
hoists the prosecutors on their own 
petard. They know this guy is 
insane, but instead of admitting it, 
they play the game.” 

An appeal could argue that the 
judge failed to conduct a “searching 
inquiry” into the defendant's ability 
to represent himself. 

“Everybody has the right to repre- 
sent themselves, but there is that qual- 
ification to prevent bizarre and outra- 
geous circumstances,” Lefcourt sold.

.containing Walt Whitman’s scratched- 
out pogns and philosophical musings 
have been rediscovered more than SCT 
years after they were stolen from the 
Library of Congress. 

The four notebooks, were found by on 
unidentified man in his father’s estate 
and turned over to Sotheby’s auction 
house for evaluation. The books had 
been a gift to the man’s father, said 
Selby Kiffer, a vice president in 
Sotheby’s books and manuscripts 
department. 

Kiffer contacted the Library of 
Congress after finding evidence linking 
H with one of the notebooks. The auc- 


tion house also determined that a paper 
butterfly iiKluded with the manuscripts, 
which Whitman used as a prop in a pho- 
tograph, was from the libn^. 

The notebooks and butl^y will be 
returned to the library. 

"We are grateful to Sothc^’s for its 
alertness and its public spirit, and to the 
person who found the four Walt 
Whitman notebooks," James BiUington, 
the librarian of Congress, said Friday. 
‘They arc a priceless j»it of our nationd 
hcritogc." 

The Library of Congress said 
Whitman’s literary executor deposited 
24 Whitman manuscripts at the library 
in 1918.

To what extent do the commissioners 
intend this to go? Idaho has a "Good Sam 
Law.” which basically says a person with 
training and ability to help in an emer- 
gency situation can he held liable for not 
providing service within the scope of that 
training and that no person rendering aid 
in an emergency within the scope of that 
person’s training can be held liable. 

Many people have taken classes and 
been certified in cardiopulmoiinty resus- 
citation. Docs this ordinance mean these 
people cannot use that training unless 
they first get approval from the bt»nrd of 
county commissioners? What about an 
emergency medical technician traveling 
through Jerome County from some other 
part of the state or even out of stale who 
coinc.s upon an accident?

Jerome County is saying that person must 
get permission from the board of county 
commissioners first.

NEW YORK (AP) — 'ntc NAACP 
replaced veteran chairman William 
Gibson with Myrlie Evcrs-Williums, 
the widow of slain, civil rights leader 
Medar Evers, on Saturday after .agitat- 
ed rank-nnd-file members declared no 
confidence in Gibson's leadership. 

Gib.son was defeated on a 30-29 
vote less than two hours after the ' 
board of directors went into a closed 
session, according to a person who 
was in the mceling and slipped. out to 
tell reporters. The vote came about 
three hours earlier than had been antic- 
ipated. 

About 300. rank-and-filc NAACP 
members sat in on the. session and 
refused to leave the room when 
Gibson altcmpied to restrict the gath- 
■ ering to board members. 

Neither Gibson nor Evers-William.s 
were immediately available to com- 
ment, but a news conference was 
being planned. 

"This vote today has so much sig- 
nificance for those of us in the strug- 
gle,” said C. Delores Tucker, an 
NAACP trustee from Washington, 
D.C.. who attended the meeting, but 
not a voting board member.

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The matter of seating at the College of 
Southern Idaho gymnasium next month - 
should the Eagles host the regional tournament 
- will be a rather good compromise of goals. 

CSI President Gerald Meyerhoefier said “I 
think we have a final settlement in which we 
will definitely be able to guarantee our fans 
their reserved scats during our games but per- 
haps not at all games."

strikebreakers. 

Though some younger players 
expressed concern about their fi-.

Hydroelectric dams up for relicensing

TWIN-FALLS - Better river access, better 
fish and wildlife habitat, and maybe more 
water over Shoshone Falls are up for grabs os 
the Idaho Power Co. prepares to reliccnsc 
many of its dams on the Sn^e River. 

The'eompany is preparing applications to 
reliccnsc its hydroelectric dam near Bliss, and 
the upper and lower Salmon Falls dams near . 
Hagerman. An application for the Shoshone 
Foils hydro dam is due in 1 997. 

Idaho Power cams millions of dollars each 
year from its hydroelectric dams on the public 
waters of Idaho. The dams arc licensed by the 
Federal Energy Regulatory Commission; 
licenses typically an: valid for 30 to 50 years. 

Company officials will host a poir of infor- 
mal public meetings about dam rcliccnsing 
Tuesday and Wednesday. The Tuesday meet- 
ing will be at the Wcslon Plaza in Twin Falls; 
the Wednesday meeting will be at the 
Hagerman Senior Center. Both will begin at 7 
p.m. To lessen the environmental damage 
caused by its dams, Idaho Power wonts to 
improvc-lhc river’s water quality, habitat, aes- 
thetic beauty and recreational opportunities, 
said Larry Wimer. hydro rc-liccnsing manager. 

A variety of federal, state and private-sector 
organizations are hoping for major conces- 
sions from Idaho Power os the company push- 
es ahead with its rcliccnsing efforts - which 
aren’t confined to the Magic Valley. 

Hydroelectric licenses for the C.J. Strike, 
Brownlee. Oxbow and Hells Canyon dams all 
expire in the next 10 years. The license for 
Swan Falls dam will expire in 2010, 

“We’re still very early in this process, but 
it's important to remember that we're not talk- 
ing about one dam, or five dams," said 
Katherine Ransel. Seattle-based staff attorney 
for American Rivas, a nationwide river con- 
sovation group. 

"Our (iMire is to see all of these dams treat- 
ed os one," Ransel said. “Wc want this (reli- 
censing) to take the cumulative impacts into 
account."

Garcia appeared to want to makc-

"I am sorry about .everything." he 
.said in a note written lost summer. “I 
can't sleep. I want to see my daughter, 
Ciisnndra ... Please think about it. I 
miss you a lot. I swear. I love you 
more than any otlicr guy."

U.S. inspires Canadians in tax revolt

OTTAWA — Rented in the westem 
provinces and inspired in part by the 
American example, an incipient tax 
revolt is sweeping across Can^. 

True to the Canadian stereotype, it is. 
less nucous and more delibcmtive than 
its American counteipah. But the long- 
term goals are strikingly ijjpiilan con- 
stitutionally cnshrinedTestraints on 
government spending. 

Anti-tax rallies, sponsored by the 
Alberta-based Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation have drawn thousan(k of 
placard-waving, chanting participants 
from British Columbia to New 
Brunswick. Tax protests are au current 


on radio talk shows. Alberta’s anti-tax 
premier, Ralph Klein, wants to require 
voter approval of any attempt to 
impose a provincial saleftax after he 
leaves office. The conservative-pop- 
. uHa Refoim Party sponsored a nation- 
ally televised call-in show on the issue. 

Preston Manning, the Reform Party 
leader who would love to become the 
Howard Jarvis of Canada, described 
the tax protest as “spontaneous com- 
bustion" that has moved across the 
nation from West to East. 

While California’s Proposition 13 
and congressional attempts at a bal- 
anced budget amendment arc well- 
known here. Manning is reluctant to 
credit the U.S. example, sensitive to 


charges he is trying to ’’Amciicanizc’’ 
Canada. But the higher taxes 
Canadians pay compared to their 
southern neij^bors is a constant refrain 
in the debate. 

The tax gap between Canadians and 
Americans has grown from 2 percent 
to 7 percent over the lost decode, os 
measured against gross domestic prod- 
uct, according to Saiyoi Poddar. a part- 
ner in the accounting firm of Ernst & 
Young in Toronto and author of a new 
study. Adjusted for population, that 
means Coiudians pay al»ut S3S j bil- 
lion a year more, he said. 

In Ontario, Canada’s most populous 
province, the taxpayer hits the top 
53.19 percent income tax bracket with 


an annual income of S66.652, 
Canadian, or about S47.325, U.S., at 
the current exchange rate. 

But American political solutions ore 
not avaibble to Canadian tax'protest- 
CTS, who operate under the parltomen- 
toiy system. The initiative process that 
gave birth to Proposition 13 is^ 
unknown In Canada and federal elec- 
tions typically are on a four to five year 
cycle rather than every two years as in 
-4be United Stales. 

W. John Wri^t, senior vice presi- 
dent of the Angus Reid Group, a 
Toronto-based polling fiim, said sur-' 
veys show rising public concern about 
taxes, but^cautioned that might not 
tianslote into immediate action. 


Elderly couple’s suicides spark debate on life 


.TEL AVIV. Israel (AP) — 
With a shaky hand, Ooron 
Abrohami filmed his aging but 
healthy parents revealing their 
plan to kill themselves while 
they still loved life, 

“We want to die,” said Yosef, 
83, his words German-accented 
even after six decades in Israel. 
“Life is still good, but you must 
know when it’s enough.” Zila, 
82. said she did not want “to 
suffex.or moke our children go 
back and forth to hospitals.” 
Yosef gently hugged his wife 
of 60 years as her eyes welled 
with tears, and Ooron zoomed 
in on his father's shriveled 
hand. 

Four days later, on Feb. 10, 
they killed themselves with an 
overdose of sleeping pills, 
Thc.Abrahamis* double sui- 
cide, as they listened to classi- 
cal music and sipped cham- 
pagne, stunned a society strong- 
ly rooted in the Jewish notion of 
the sanctity of life, sparking a 
debate this past week about 
dying with dignity. 

"It’s so un-Jewish, so inhu- 
man, so immoral,” Chief Rabbi 
YisrocI Lau told army radio. 
"The soul i.s a gift from God 
and I wouldn’t harm it even if 
fatally ill, in excruciating pain.” 
But public reaction appeared 
to mostly back the act, with res- 
idents of retirement homes 
flooding radio talk shows to 
express support. “This life "isn't 
worth living," said one elderly

He said the couple killed 
themselves "loo early," before 
any serious mental or physical 
deterioration, because they 
feared “missing the boat, having 
a stroke and becoming a veg- 
etable.” 

At that poijit, anyone who 
helped them to die would risk 
murdcrchorges. 

Doron described his parents' 
decision to die ns being as prin- 
cipled as the Zionist beliefs that 
brought them to Israel and the 
socialism that led them to move 
to a kibbutz, where most prop- 
erty is communal, eight years 
ago. 

"Quality of life was very 
important to them," he said, 
recalling how his mother 
bemoaned the evidence of her 
oging in photos. "They wanted 
to look and feci good and leave 
the world while wc still saw 
them that way.” 

“1 hope that one day I’ll have 
the courage to do the same." he 
added. 

His son Adam, 9, said he was^ 
“sad that now I don’t have any 
grandparents, but they wanted 
to do it and they died together 
like they hoped, so I'm happy 
for them."

China cracks down on 
pirates; U.S. skeptical

BEUING — China said Saturday 
that it raided two factories that were 
producing bootleg versions of laser 
discs, apparently intensifying its 
crackdown on the piracy of intellec- 
tual property. 

The raids were the latest in a 
series of actions aimed at cracking 
down on intellectual-property 
pirates who until recently thrived in 
an atmosphere of lax enforcement, 
despite the introduction of new laws 
protecting copyrights, patents ond 
trademarks. They were olso aimed at 
U.S. trade negotiators, who after 
two yean of talks remain skeptical 
of China’s seriousnes in controlling ' 
the rampant piracy of foreign goods. 

Shutting down at least some of 
the Chinese factories believed to be 
violating the copyrights of 
American componies has been a key 
demand of U.S. negotiators, who 
completed a fifth day of talks with 
Chinese officials Saturday in an 
effoit to avert a serious trade fight. 
The Americans had said they want- 
ed foctories closed as a “down pay- 
ment” on future Chinese enforce- 
ment measures. 

China's Suite Copyiighi Adminis- 
tration revoked the license of Dali 
Laser Audio-Video Products Co. in 
central Nanjing and shut down 
Yisheng Laser Disc Manufacturing 
in‘ Zhongshan, in the southern 
province of Guangdong, the New 
China News Agency announced. 

The Nanjing plant was found to 
have produced nearly 900,000 unau- 
thorized laser discs, and the 
Zhongshan factory was alleged to 
have “committed a similar offense,” 
the news service said. 

Raids on Thursday in Beijing’s 


high-tech district turned up more' 
than 30.000 counterfeit floppy 
disks. Earlier this month, Beijing' 
investigators reported that they, 
. dosed several laser-disc production' 
lines and revoked business licenses, 
in Guangdong and Jiangsu' 
provinces. 

The news agency quote^l a' 
Chinese official as saying authori- 
ties had “token effective measures ...> 
(to) tighten control over their pro% 
ducers and protect inldlcclual prop:,' 
erty rights." 

Negotiations between the United, 
States and China about the protec- 
tion of intellectual property continue 
Sunday.

•After 3.000 hours of scientific 
observation of trained and exhibition 
animals, and aflcr long periods devot- 
ed to close .studies of many circuses 
and zoos. Dr. Marllie Kilcy-

Winery ends battle with IRS

PAHRUMP, Nev. — Nestled amidst 
the rocks, sand and mountains of this 
sleepy bedroom community sits 
Ncvaii’s only winery — a nearly 5-ycar- 
old business that is celebrating the end of 
a battle with the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

Pahrump Valley Vineyards was the 
brainchild of Peggy Shancr and Jack 
Sanders, two San Francisco area resi- 
dents who moved to Southern Nevada 
more than a decade ago. The pair fell in 
love with Pahrump’s "clean water, clear 
air” and light traffic. 

Sanders, who Shaner describes as a 
"wine cennoisscur," was intrigued when 
he learned there was a winery in 
Pahrump at the turn of the century and 
decided to open one. But first, they lud 
to convince the Nevada Legislature to 
change a state law- — that was put on the 
books after the first winery closed — so 
th|^ could both produce and retail their 
wine. 

With that task out of the way, Sanders 
and Shaner enlisted a wine expen to help 
APpMo them select the best land for growing

"We have sufTered a lot of 
blows in our existence.” 

But the real setback came on March 
15, 1994, when the IRS seized their prop- 
erty, forcing them to shut down and file 
for a Chapter ! 1 bankruptcy to reorga- 
nize their debts. 

Sanders and Shaner were paying off a 
debt to an original owner who had pulled 
out before the business even opened. 
That former owner, Robert Huffman, was 
going through a nasty divorce and owed 
back taxes, Shaner said. 

.With the help of U.S. Sen. Harry Reid, 
D-NeV., and an attorney, the business 
wosjup and running in five days and had 
reaclmd a payment agreement with the 
•IRS’by December. The IRS, which now 
has Huffman’s $400,000 promissory 
note, has agreed to let ^e winery pay oft. 
the debt over five years with 7 percent, 
interest.

Recent economic statistics, including an 
uptick in the unemployment rate for 
Januaiy, have persuaded mcreaslng num- 
bers or analysts on the Street that the pace 
of business activity is slowing. 

That presumably means the Fed won’t 
see a need to tighten credit conditions 
much ftirther, perceiving the threat of a 
revival of Inflation to have been pretty 
well forestalled. 

. If the central bank doesn’t have to push 
interest rates a lot higher than they are 
now, many observers seem ready, to . 
believe it might- have achieved its objee> 
five without subjecting the economy to too 
much painftil restraint. i. - . 

"The 'soft landing' forecast now looks- 
. more likely than a month ago," s^d Allen' 
Sinai, economist at Lehman Brothers Inc. 
“The main alternative, 'boom-bust, ’’ r 
more standard business cycle pattern, now- 
looks less likely," 

A soft-landing environment — relatively 
modest, but sustained, growth without 
/ intense upward pt^ure on prices of go^ 
and services — provides the sort of cli- 
mate in which the great bull market fbr 
stocks of the 1980s and early 1990s floifr- 
ished. > I 

"The Fed would like to repeat its feat of 
. fostering extended prosperity during the 
1980s," observed Paul Boltz, financial 
. economist at the investment managemeht 
firm of T. Rowe Price Associates in 
Baltimore. 

"If the deceleration of payrolls suggert- 
ed by the January survey proves to he 
durable, then the fabled soft landing mty 
be at hand and the Fed can congratulate - 
itself on a job well done. i 

“However," Boltz added, “one month 
does not moke a trend, as Fed officials ate 
well aware. It remains to be seen whether 
the January 1995 number is a reliable indi- 
cator of a major slowdown in job growth." -*

Intel unveikehip it claims twice as fast as all others

Intel Coip., the world’s dominant com- 
puter chipmoker, Thursday unveiled a 
new chip it said will moke personal com- 
puters twice as fast as today’s best. 
Dubbed the P6, it is crucial to the giant 
company’s efforts to stay ahead of com- 
petitors that are making clones of its best- 
selling products. 

Intel hopes to have the chip on the mar- 
ket in limited quantities at the end of this 
year, though schedules of this sort often 
slip. It would be successor to the Pentium, 
the company’s current top-of-the-line 
mode! whose reputation was sullied by the 
revelation lost fall that it con m^e mis- 
takes in certain mathematical operations. 

Officials at the Santa Clara, Calif.' 
based company said the new chip will let 
consumers run more demanding software, 
such as video-conferencing and movies. 


The P6 is a microprocessor, the chip 
that handles the basic functions of a com-^ 
puter. It will have about million tran- 
sistors in a space about the size of thumb- 
nail. It is designed to cycle on and off 1 33 
million times p» second, compared with 
about 100 million (op speed of the best 
Pentium chip. 

■‘With each new generation we go 
througl^ people wondCT if Intel has hit the 
wall wiA the ability to in^rove ±e chip," 
said Randy Stock, product manager for 
thc'P6 at Intel. "But this new product 
shows that we are on the front line of 
pushing computing power to its limits."

Instead, put your return in an 
envelope and mail it in the old-fash- 
ioned way. It will get there just the 
same, you’ll likely get your money 
bock in a timely fashion, and it will 
cost a froction of the amount the 
high-tech way docs. 


New tax rule benefits single workers

^n’t get all th'e tax breaks. 

Modest- to low-income working 
Mople can pocket hundreds of dol- 
lors, ond in some cases as much as 
$2,500, by taking advantage of the 
Earned Income Tax Credit. 

' The name sounds complicated, 
but don’t worry — it’s easy to apply 
for. easy to qualify for and easy to 
calculate. 

Although'this credit has been 
-around for 25 years, its tax-saving 
2lout has gradually increased over 
she years. This year for the first 
S>me, single workers with no chil- 
are eligible. 

"'The credit is available to those 
who earn less than $23,755 if they 
have one child or less than $25,296 
If they have two or more children. 
Workers without children now can 
qualify for the tax break if they have 
income below $9,000. The amount 
of the credit ranges from about $300 
lo $2,500, depending on the income 
3evel. As income rises, the amount 
2)f the credit decreases. 


The purpose of the credit, first 
^enacted by Congress in 1975, was to 
offset rising living expenses and the 
payroll taxes for low- to modest- 
income workers with families. 
These taxes now amount to 7.65 
percent of a worker’s paycheck. 

"The earned income credit was 
started because there was a sense 
that the tax burden had been increas- 
ing more for this group than for 
other groups," said a Treasury 
Department expert on the Earned 
Income Tax Credit who asked that 
her name not be used. "You are try- 
ing to encourage people to know 
that work pays." 

The credit, which was expanded 
to include more people in 1986, 
1$90 and 1993, has had broad sup- 
port among both political parties, 
she said. And it’s not an obscure 
credit that few people take advan- 
tage of, said Bobby E. Scott, 
Internal Revenue Service Dallas dis- 
trict director. ' 

Nationwide, about 15 million til- 
ers ^ot the credit, which meant on 
additional $15.1 billion in their 
pockets, Inclusion ofchildless work- 


ers this year will mean at least 4 mil- 
lion more people will qualify for the 
credit, the U.S. Treasury says. 

Workers typically have to wait 
about three weeks for the credit 
refund, but this year the IRS said 
checks will be delayed by up to 
eight weeks. IRS spokesman 
Anthony Burke said the checks arc 
being held while some questionable 
returns are reviewed. A Treasury 
Depadment Task Force found that 
about 29 percent of the returns over- 
stated the amount. 

^ To spread the word on filing for 
the credit, the local office of the IRS 
has been running public service ads 
over radio, sending out news releas- 
es to various media, and IRS repre- 
sentatives are speaking to various 
groups. 

IRS spokeswoman Fannie Smith 
said that although she believes the 
vast majority of those eligible have 
at least heard about the credit, there 
are still a lot of people who haven't. 
She said, for example, about two 
.years ago it was estimated that about 
2 million Texans were eligible for 
the credit, but 1.5 million applied.

To apply for the credif, a person 
should first file a tax return. That 
may sound obvious, but some peo- 
ple who don't owe any taxes don’t 
bother to file.

The only other requirement is that 
filers with children have to attach a 
"Schedule EIC" form to their 1040A 
or 1040 forms, This'is just a listing 
of the children, their ages and birth- 
days. With this information, the IRS 
will calculate the amount of refund 
and send it to the filer, 

For the more ambitious, EIC 
worksheets are available from the 
IRS, and' the filer can calculate the 
amount of credit. But this is not nec- 
essary.

By filing a special form with 
their employers (Form W-S), 
employees may receive a portion of 
the credit throughout the year as part 
of their paycheck.

"By end large, you cannot tell what 
an individual call will cost," says 
Samuel A. Simon, " ... until the end of 
the month” when you get your bill. 

Counsel to the Telecommuni-cations 
Research & Action Center, a 
Washington-baaed non-profit con- 
sumer interest ^up that hu cost-com- 
pared long-distance services for a 
decade, Simon says the industiy-wide 
scramble to create bells-ond-whisiles 
discount plans for niche markets has 
distracted many ordina^ residential 
Wallers from money-saving possibili- 
ties. 

Other low-proHle callers get so 
caught up in the rencorous advertising 
rhetoric of the big-threc carriers — 
AT&T, MCI and Sprint — that they 
put even Ibe most basic decisions 
about long-distance service on hold. 
"There arc savings to be had,” Simon 
says. “This is the time to go out and 
take a look at your options and choic- 
es.” 

That may not be os daunting as it 
sounds. Granted, long-distance billing 
bos never been straightforward. A sur- 
vey conducted for Sprint recently 
found that S8.3 percent of consumers 
surveyed kneW what they paid for a 
gallon of gasoline, 85.8 percent knew 
what they paid for a loof of bread, but 
only 38 percent knew the per-minute 
cost of a long-distance call. More than 
a third couldn’t even venhire a guess. 

Those findings have become the. 
centerpiece of Sprint's new calling 
plan, Sprint Sense, a departure from 
traditional blind-side billing.

^ve you a shower. It is not proper for 
4he shower to be hosted by you or 
yoitr groom’s mother or immediate 
family, although they may help.

In order 
npl to become a financta] burden, it is 
bettin if two or three people host one 
together, rather than have several dif- 
fereiit showers. -In the event you are 
gjvra more than one, by not to invite 
thd;SBme people to every shower. 
Weddings can become expensive, 
especially for your. bridal party, so 


don't take the Joy out of it by sending 
them to the poor house. 

Planning the shower 

Generally, the hostess and the bride 
get together to determine a date, a 
guest list and the kind of shower it 
will be. Sometimes, the hostess may 
suiprisc the bride and get the infonna- 
tion from the fiance. The traditional 
all-female shower is usually on ailer- 
noon luncheon or tea, with between 
10 and 20 guests. Invitations ore usu- 
ally sent, but they ore not mandatory. 

Not evayone who is invited to the 
wedding ne^ be invited to the shower. 
Guests are usually close friends or rela- 
tives, or perhaps you may have one 
shower with each group.

Bay State’s easing of restrictions 
makes presiding a labor of love

state, it is iMtieved, mokes it easi- 
er for amateurs to join couples in 
rnatrimony. 

In the state’s bureaucratic par- 
lance, it’s called Designation to 
Solemnize a Particular Marriage 
on a Particular Day. Hundreds of 
people have received the dcsigiui- 
lion this year — usually friend or 
. relatives of the bride and groom. 

“More and more it seems that 
people are doing it,” said Michael 
Matarazzo, state director of com- 
munity affairs. “If it's going to be 


a civil ceremony, they prefer that 
it's going to someone close to 
them peribrming the censhbny.” ' 

The one-day authorizations 
have existed for years, but thc'fee 
was $250, and anyone wanting to 
perform a wedding needed specif- 
ic approval from the Legislature. 
Two years ago, the price was cut 
and the process simplified. 

Some stales make it fairly easy 
to get certified as clergy or notary 
publics — positions that some- 
times allow people to perform 
weddings. 

But Gerard G. Monaghan, presi- 
dent of the Association of Bridal 
Consultants in New Milford, 
Conn., said he's not aware of any 
slate besides Massachusetts that 
offers the one-shot wedding 
authorizatioa. 

When John Coakley and Teresa 
Triaoa decided they wanted a civil . 
ceremony in August, Triana sug- 
gested that Coakley's father marry 
^cm. 

“I prefer a person who we 
know, who. cares a lot about us, 
and who loves us to perform the 
ceremony,” Triana said. “We're 
not just two more people and it's 
not his job. It would be like a 
labor of love." 

The practice hasn't evoked 
worm-and-fazzy feelings from the 
state’s 1,700 justices of the peace. 
They don’t like the competition. 


They receive at least $4S for offi- 
ciating and must demonstrate they 
perform' weddings regularly to' 
keep their commissions, said 
Walter McAlvoy, president of the 
state Justices of the Peace 
Association. 

“A person could walk off the. 
street and do as many as they 
' want at $2S apiece. Conceivably, 
someone could run a business 
doing that,” McAlvoy said.

It took millions of years of heat 
and pressure to crystallize your 
diamond, making it the hardest 
substance known. 

But you've got to do your bit to 
assure its continued beauty and 
brilliance. The Diamond 
Information Center outlines four 
cosy ways to clean diamonds: 

• The Detergent Bath. Prepare 
a small bowl of warm sudsy water 
with dne of the mild liquid deter- 
gents used at home. Brush pieces 
with a small soft brush (a tooth- 
brush, for example), rinse well 
under warm running .water and 
pat dry with -a soil lint-free cloth. ' 

• Cold Water Soak. Souk the 
jewelry in a half-and-half solution 
of cold water and household 
ammonia for 30 minutes. LiH out 
and gently tap around the front 
and buck of the mounting with a 
small soft brush, then swish in the 
solution again. Rinse and drain on 


tissue paper. 

• Quick-Dip Method. Use a 
commcrical liquid jewelry cleaner 
and follow instructions. 

• Ultrasonic Cleaner. These 
machines consist of a cup to be 
filled with water and detergent, 
and the machine’s high-frequency 
turbulence creates the cleaning 
action. Since each machine may 
be different, follow directions. 

The DIA advises special care 
for diamonds that aren't worn 
every day, too. Jewelry should be 
kept in fabric-lined jewel case or 
a box with compartments or 
dividers. If storing two..or more 
pieces together, wrap each in tis- 
sue paper to prevent one diamond 
from scratching another, 

If you always wear your dia-' 
mond, you should remove it if 
you arc doing rough work or if 
you are using a chlorine bleach. 
Have your jeweler check the ring 
once 0 year for loose stones and 
wear on the mounting.

Remember musical chairs? As 
the music stopped, everyone 
scrambled for a scat, leaving 
one poor soul standing.

Scats for all. When selecting a 
reception site, couples should 
ask how many tables arc avail- 
able. where they arc positioned 
and how many guests can fit at 
each. Then they can reserve 
spaces for family and seat 
guests accordingly. 

Place cards? Buffet-style 
receptions do not require formal 
scot arrangements, but if the 
reception features a served 
meal, a seating chart and place 
cards help things run smoothly. 


Guests’ names should be written 
on both sides of place cards so 
those across the table can sec 
and remember them once 
they’ve been introduced. 

The bride’s (able. Often, the 
bridal party is seated with the 
best man at the bride’s right, 
maid of honor at the groom’s 
left, then the rest of the party at 
their sides, alternating men and 
women. But other acceptable 
options do exist, including a 
cozy tabic for two - just for the 
newlyweds. 


Family matters. Parents, cler- 
gy members and other close rel- 
atives usually comprise a family 
table. A modern-day etiquette 
note: Divorced parents should 
be scaled separately, each host- 
ing their own table.

50 years after famous scene, 
AP photographer still at war

SAN FRANCISCO — Fifty years 
ago this month, a young Associated 
Press photographer nom^ Joe Rosen- 
thal shot the most memorable photo- 
jpph of World War 11. a simple; stir- 
ring image of five Marines and one 
Navy corpsmon raising the flag at Iwo 
Jimn. 

It took but a sliver of time: MOOth 
of a second. 

It has consumed the past half-ccntu- 
ry of Joe Rosenthal's life. 

He has been called a genius, a fraud, 
a hero, a phony. He has been labeled 
and relabeled, adored and abused, 
forced to live and relive, explain and 
defe^ that day otop Mount iuribachi 
on each and every day that has fol- 
lowed, more than 18,000 and oountiog. . 

“I don’t thiiik it is in me to do much 
more of this sort of thing," he said dur- 
ing on interview^ his umpteen-thou- 
sandth — abouMwo Jima. "1 don’t 
know how to get across to anybody 
what 50 years of constant repetition 
means.’’ 

Rosenthal Is 83 now, nearly blind, a 
pudgy man with a dapper white mus- 
tache and a horseshoe of white hair 
curving around the back of o largely 
bald head. He lives alone in Son Fran- 
cisco, near Golden Gate Park, in a little 
apartment largely given over to sta^ 
of corrcspon^nce and documentation 
related to Iwo Jimo. 

In I94S, he was 33, too nearsighted 
for military service, short and athletic, 
with 0 brushy brown mustache and a 
head full of tight brown curls. 

As an AP photographer assigned to 
the Pacific theater of the war. he had 
already distinguished himself — and 
shown a streak of bravado — in titles 
at New Guinea, Hollandia, Guam, 
Pcleliu ond%gaur. 

No one remembers Rosenthal for 
those pictures now. 

There is only Iwo. Bloody Iwo. It is 
the battle that Joe Rosenthal will fight 
'until he dies. 

Wc remember Iwo Jima for two 
good reasons. > 

One is that it was the costliest battle 
in Marine Corps history. Its toil of 
6,821 Americans dead, 5.93! of them 
Marines, accounted fbr nearly one- 
fhird of dl Marine Corps losses in all 
ofWorldWarll. 

The other is Joe Rosenthal’s picnire, 

It has been called the greatest photo- 
graph of all time. It may well be the 
most widely reproduced. It served as 
the symbol for the Scvendi Wor Loan 
Drive, for which it was plastered on 3.5 . 
million posters. It was used on a 
postage stamp and on the cover of 
countless magazines and newspapm. 

It served as the model for the Marine 
Corps War Memorial in Arlington, 
Va., a symbol forever of the valor and 
sacrifices of the U.S. Marines. 

As a photograph, it derives its power 
from a simple, dynamic composition, a 
sense of momentum and the Kinetic en- 
ergy of six men straining toward a 
common goal, which for one nuin has 
slipp^ just out of gra^. 

“It has every eldmcnL ... It has ev- 
erything," marveled Eddie Adams, a 
former AP photographer who took an- 
other picture that helped sum up a war 
— one of a South Vietnamese police 
chief executinga suspect 
Of Rosenthal’s picture, he added; 
“It’s perfect: The position, the body 
• language. ... You couldn’t sw anything 
up like this — it’s just so perfect” 

And therein lies the problem. Some 
people think Rosenthal’s picture is too 
perfect' 

For 50 years now, Rosenthal has bat- 
tled a perception that he somehow 
staged the fiag-raising picture, or cov-

ered the fact that it was actually not 
the first fiag-raising at Iwo Jima. 

All the available evidence bocks up 
Rosenthal. The man responsible for 
sprea^g the story that the picture was 
staged, die laic Time-Life correspon- 
dent Robert Sherrod, long ago admined 
he was wrong. But still the rumor per- 
sists. 

In 1991, aNcw York Times book re- 
viewer, misquoting a murky treatise on 
the fiag-raising called “Iwo Jima: Mon- 
uments, Memories and the American 
Hero,” went so far as to suggest that 
the Pulitzer Prize committee consider 
revoking Rosenthal’s 1945 award for 
photography. 

And just a year ago. columnist Jack 
Anderson promised readers ’Ihc real 
story” of the Iwo Jima photo: that 
Rosenthal had “accompanied a hand- 
pickid group of men for a staged fbg 
raising hours afler the oripnal event” 

Anderson later retracted his story. 
But the damage, once again, had bca 
done. 

Rosenthal’s story, told again and 
again with virtually no variation over 
the years, is (his: 

Feb! !Z3, 1945, four days after D- 
Day at Iwo Jima, he was making his 
daily trek to the island on a Marine 
lolling craft when he heard that a f^ 
was being raised atop Mount Surib- 
aebi. a volcano at the southern tip of 
the island.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — George 
Wahlcn’s dad wouldn't let him enlist in the 
Marine.s. Join the Navy, he said, it’s a lot 
safer. 

Tlirec yeare later, as the young Navy phar- 
macist’s mate stood before the president to 
receive the Medal of Honor. Harry S. Tru- 
man smiled and said. "Well, Tm glad to sec 
a pill-pusher finally made it up here." 

After die horrors of Wahlen’s 13 days on 
iwo Jima. the young medical corpsman was 
glad to be anyivhere at all. Anywhere alive. 

"His heroic spirit of self-sacrificc in the 
face of overwhelming enemy fire upheld the 
highest trnditioas of %e United Stales Naval 
Service,” concludes the citation above Tru- 
man’s signature. 

At 70, and still carrying some of the 
shrapnel blown into his body at age 20. 
Walilen plnys'racqueiball three or four times 
a week, appraises properties and tries to 
drum up support at the Capitol for Utah’s 
first nursing home for veterans. 

Only three states are without at leo.st one 
such home and Wahlen. a native of Ogden, 
is bothered by the di.stinction, He'll never 
need the services of a veterans home, but he 
knows plenty who do. - 

They ore the soldiers of his World Warll 
generation and Wahlen. 50 years later, is 
still caring for them. 

It was that way on Iwo. Wahlen refused to 
'leave the wounded until, thrice wounded 
himself, he no longer could crawl from one 
bleeding body to Uic next. 

North of here in Roy. where he lives with 
Melba. hi.s.wife of 48 years, a city park is 
named after him. It’s not information he vol- 
unteers. 

Indeed, the spare version of Wahlcn’s 
wartime experiences — which had to be 
wrung*from him — only faintly echoes the 
stunning account of his heroism in the presi- 
dential citation. 

The 36-day struggle for the tiny Pacific is- 
land of Iwo Jima that began Feb. 19. 1945, 
left 6,821 Americans and more than 20,(XK) 
Japanese defenders dead. Of the 27 Medals 
of Honor for valor "above and beyond the 
call of duly" at Bloody Iwo. 1 3 were award- 


ed posthumously. 

On Feb. 26. three days after hearing by 
field telephone that Marines had raised an 
American flag over Mount Suribachi, a 
Japanese grenade exploded next to Wahlen 
as he prepared to crawl to the aid of a 
wounded Marine. 

"U felt like the whole side of my face had 
been blown off," he says. 

But after slapping on n field dressing, 
Wahlen set off under withering enemy fire 
with a grenade and a pistol, taking more 
grenade fragments in the buttocks and legs 
os he went. 

Crawling to the edge of a hole from where 
a Japanese soldier had been lobbing 
grenades, he grabbed the ring on his own 
grenade and pulled. The ring broke ofT, leav- 
ing the pin. 

"A lot of stuff 1 don't remember." Wahlen 
■ laughs, "but that I do.” 

Using his knife to straighten the pin, he 
got it out and tossed in the grenade. Then he 
pulled the wounded Marine, who he met 
years later at a reunion, to safety. 

Wahlen was covered in blood and his face 
was badly swollen, but he refused to bfc 


evacuated. He struggles today to explain 
why. 

"I guess I sometimes thought that in the 
future I’d hate to run across any people I'd 
refused to take care of. My big concern was 
doing my job. It was more important than 
being killed or wounded." 

He had trained for months with the same 
platoon. “I’d gone throu^ hell with them,” 
he said, and any replacement would be dan- 
gerously green. 

Four days later, while dragging a wound- 
ed Marine off a hill, Wahlen was hit in the 
shoulder and back by artillery shrapnel. 
Again, he refused evacuation. 

The next day. March 3. shrapnel from an 
artillery round caught him in the lower leg. 
breaking the bone and tearing off his boot 
Still, he crawled 50 yards to tend to a 
wounded Marine. Only then did he give 
himself a shot of morphine and wait, finally, 
to be evacuated. 

In all, the company of the 5th Marine Di- 
vision to which Wahlen was attached sus- 
tained 99 percent casualties among the en- 
listed men, and all but one ofllccr, the com- 
pany commander, was killed.

P eople of all 

types — from the late 
financier J.P. Morgan 
and famous funny- 
man W.C. Fields to 
ordinary folk, in- 
cluding drinkers and 
teetotalers — get a 
skin disease called 
rosacea. It afflicts 
about 13 million 
Americans, most of 
whom have neither 
heard of it nor know how to treat it. 

Rosacea (ro-ZA Y-sha) start.s innocent- 
ly enough. Suddenly, a flush— caused 
by engorged blood vessels — comes to 
your cheeks, nose or forehead. Just when 
you start to worry, the redness disi^ipears. 
But it happens again and again, lasting 
longer and longer each dmc.' Eventually, 
tiny bumps, pimples and spidery bloc^ 
vessels appear under the skin, growing

larger and more irritated over time. * 
“It is not a mortal disease," says Dr. 
Jonathan K. Wilkin of the Food and 
Drug Administration, a leading au- 
thority on ro.sacea, “but it con be dis- 
figuring and psychologically devastat- 
ing. Though most cases can be cosily 
and inexpensively treated, rosacea is 
ignored or misdiagnosed and mistreat- 
^ by patients and physicians alike.” 
And cases are increasing rapidly 
among our 81 million Baby Boomers, 
now aged 30 to 50 — the years when 
rosacea is most likely to develop. 

Fortunately ^ientists have had good 
results with antibiotics and Ia.ser surgery. 
And, since last spring, you can call a na- 
tional rosacea hcHline ( I -708-382-897 1 ) 
for information and physician referrals. 
Still, there are two basic unknowns 
about rosacea: its cause and its cure. 

Anne Springer, 42, a typesetter in 
Cleveland, has rosacea. “It started three 


years ago.” she recalls; ! 

“I have fair skin and, 
from high school on, I 
would blush or flush 
easily, just like my 
mother. But suddenly 
my face looked sun- 
burned all the time, 
and little whiteheads 
came out on my nose and cheeks. My 
eyes itched and burned.” 

Suspet^ng on allergy, she threw ouiall 
hcrcosmiriics and tried new ones. When 
that didn't help, she tried acne medi- 
cines. which aggravated the problem. 

Since rosacea often attacks the fair- 
skinned and runs in families, it frequent- 
ly is viewed as an untrcaiable heredita- 
ry complexion problem. It seems to be 
more common in women, but men tend 
to have more acute symptom-s, like Hiiiuh 
phyma, the huge, bulbous rod nose that 
disfigured J.P. Morgan and W. C. Fields. 


Searching for rosacea’s cause, scien- 
tists have blamed — then exonerated — 
everything from emotional disorders to 
skin mites. One new suspect is H. pylo- 
ri, a bacterium that causes peptic ulcers. 

The public seems wrongly set on 
matching rosacea with alcoholism and 
poor hygiene. “Patients are stigmatized 
through no fault of their own,” says Dr. 
Larry Millikan, chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Dermatology at Ttilaae Univer- 
sity School of Medicine in New Orleans. 

Bryan Tea ton, 35, of New York City, 
a service representative for the Teachers 
Insurance Annuity Association, says: 
"When I had a flareup, my nose was 
cherry red. I'm outgoing, but at those 
limes, I avoided people. They would 
stare at my nose. Co-workers would ask. 
‘Do you have a drinking problem?'" 

Tcaton's doctor told him alcohol can't 
cause the disease, but it can exacerbate 
it by causing blood to rush to the face. 
So can exposure to the sun, emotional 
stress, exercise, hot liquids and spices. 
“I tell patients to take it easy on the hot 
food.” says Dr. Millikan. 

Misdiagnosis hurts too. For exam- 
ple. paticm.s often are told they have 
acne, which inflames skin glands and 
hair follicles and differs from rosacea, 
which dilates facial blood vessels. Acne 
. pimples tend to be 
painful, include 
blackheads and are 
not conrined to the 
face. Standard acne 
medications irritate 
the skin and induce 
rosacea floieups. 

The same is true 
of cortisone, warns 
Dr. Nicholas J. 
Lowe, aclinical pro- 
fessor of dermatol- 
ogy at UCLA. “It 
may give temporary 
relief,” he says, “but 
the next flareup is 
even worse. A lot of 
physicians don't 
know thaL" 
Soincca.<»scanbe 
quickly explained — 
and elided.

• The hot flashes of menopause. “Thc.se 
arc just enough to provoke a mild rosa- 
cea,” says Dr. Willdn, “but this problem 
disappears when estrogen is prescribed." 

• Some medications for high blood pres- 
sure dilate the blood vessels, which con 
bring on the rosacea blush. A change 
of medication may end that. 

Most treatment, though, is more pro- 
longed. Plagued by a ra-sh and a face 
that she says was “fluorescent red,"

the disabled in Baldmore, suffered frotr 
rosacea for a dccade.Whenever she hac 
a floreup. she recalls, co-woikers feaied 
she was having a stroke. But within 
weeks after treatment began, the im' 
provemem was obvious. “If only 1 had 
known." she says, “it could have been 
taken care of so long ago.” 

Her treatment was standard: antibi- 
otic pills (tetracycline orerythromycir 
usuuJIy is prescribed), taken not to kill 
bacteria but for their anti-infiammaioryl 
effecLs; and MetroGcl. an antibiotic foi 
the .skin. “It’s the best broad-spccintm| 
drug we have," says Dr. Millikan. 

A yearha.s passed since Connie TVes.s- 
ler started treatment. Now. she says, 
‘Tm down to a rosy glow.” Her use ofl 
antibiotics is much r^uced but contin-p 
ucs: rosacea still has no cure. To control] 
it. patients often must avoid hot baths, 
aerobic exercise, arguments and oihcrj 
activities that might eiiforge their facialj 
blood vessels and trigger a flarcup. 

Untreated, rosacea can take a heavyl 
toll on the face: raised mats of swollenj 
veins, scattered lumps, clusters of pus- 
tules. Most dramatic is the big, red! 
r/iino/7/iymo nose, affecting up to 10| 
percent of rosacea patients, mostly men. 
One of them was Dominick Bcrtelloui, 
73. ofTarpon Springs, Fla, a retired New! 
York sheriff. “It started around I981,''hc| 
recalls. “1 always had a bulbous nose. 

1 began to get bumps like acnc. Then ill 
started growing. There was no pain. It' 
happened gradually, and I thought J 
could live with it. But it got grotesque — 1 
worse than Pinocchio's. 1 finally hadl 
laser surgery, and it looks better ihanl 
before I got rosacea. When 1 sec some- 
one with a rosacea nose. I want to say. 
‘Hey, you can do soendhing about that!" 

In years past, says Dr. Philip Bailin, 
chairman of the Department of Derma- 
tology at the Cleveland Clinic Founda- 
tion in Ohio, surgery peeled away the 
excess skin growth of rosacea but of- 
ten left scarring and a nose that was still 
mLsshqjcn. “Now," he adds, “we asc lasd 
beams to destroy swollen blood vessels, 
shave away excess tissue, then .sculpt 
what's left to match photographs’of the 
patient’s face before rosacea struck. Wc 
do it with r>o blood loss, little or no sp- 
ring and under local anesthesia." 

“Skin diseases are so visible, they af- 
fect your place in society and your.job 
chances," says Dr. Lynn A. Dr^c. dep- 
uw chairman of the Department of Dcr- 
'Whiology at Harvard Medical School. 
"Knowing about rosacea and that rclip 
is available can save people a lot of pain 
and heartache."

O N ANY GIVEN DAY, 10.000 
human beings are bom in 
I the United Stales. But on 
I that same day. 70,000 pup- 
I pies and kittens also arc 
I bom. It is no surprise that 
I too few homes ore waiting 
f for too many dogs and cats. 
Each year, more than 12 
million dogs and cats ore-- 
killed in shelters acro.ss the country, rc- 
ptxts the American Humane Association. 
Most ore less than 18 montlu old, and 
about 90% are healthy and adoptable. 

Volunteer groups have tried for three 
decades to increa.se adoption of pets, 
but the number of unwant^ animals has 
become overwhelming. Now they ore 
trying to prcven'l “surplus'' animals from 
being bom in the first place. Result: the 
first annual Spay Day USA, sponsored 
by the nonpront Doris Day Animal 
League, to held on Ibesday. Feb. 28. 

On Spay Day. Americans will be en- 
couraged to have their dogs and cats 
spayed or neutered. Veterinarians, hu- 
mane societies. legislators, celebrities 
and others will promote the issue with 
outrcach'programs and activities. 

Spaying and neutering, also called al- 
tering. ore safe surgical procedures that 
sterilize your pet (make it unable to 
breed). Altering also carries some health 
benefits for your pet. In females, spay- 
ing prevents ovarian and uterine infec- 
tions or cancer and con prevent breast 
tumors. In males, neutering prevents tes- 
ticular cancer; it also reduces problems 
associated with roaming and aggression. 
Why there are too many pets: 
Exploding birthrates. “The most ob- 
vious problem is indiscriminate breed- 
ing.” says Holly Hazard, the executive 
director oCthe Day Animal League. 
“It can be solved by stcrilizalipn.” 

The league estimates that one un- 
spayed dog can lead to 28,244 puppies 
in nine years; in the some time, on un- 
spayed cot con lead to 14 million kitteas.

Abandonment. Each year, 1 0 million 
abandoned cats and dogs die of starva- 
tion. disease or accidents.

Puppy mills. Some 50(X) “breeding 
factories" (often inhumane) produce 
more than 500.000 puppies each year 
and sell them to pel stores. 

Too much purebreeding. More than 
20% of the do^ in shelters arc purebreds. 
The shelter system: 

Mo.st of the nation’s 3000 shelters 
are under contract with local munici- 
palities. The cost to taxpayers is rough- 
lySlOOpcranimal.ormorcihanSl bil- 
lion nationwide each year. “There isn’t

one shelter in the country that’s not folL” 
says Lia Albo, who runs the Havc-A- 
Hcart program for low-cost spaying and 
neutering in New York. 

More than 300 U.S. shelters arc pri- 
vately run “no-kiir centers for odop- 
tion, but these are often full and take in 
aniinals only when they have room. 
Finding solutions: 

Legistadon. In 1985, Kim Stuila. now 
director of dog and cat issues for the 
Fund fix Animals, helped to enact some 
of the nation's first spay/ncutcr legis- 
lation. Such legislation, now in effect in 
at least 20 stales, requires shelters to 1) 
make sure animals are altered before leav- 
ing or 2) take spay/neuter deposits ffom 
those who adopt the pets. (The deposits 
ore accepted as credits toward spaj^g 
or neutering.) Other laws offer tneendves 

by lowering license fees if pets are altered. 

>Mth Snirla's help, San Meieo (Touniy, 
Calif., further reduced pet ovcrpt^rula- 
tion by passing a law requiring all peo- 
ple to sterilize their pets (those wishing 
to breed their anim^ must get a per- 
mit).

Their goal is to fundamentally change

"The basic problem with our thinking is 
aiumals as merchandise." Mechler 
says. "It’s too easy to discard them and 
then get new ones. But having a dog or 
cat means making a commitment." 
Wbat you can do: 

• Have your dogs or cats altered. 
Encdunige others to do the same. 

• Adopt pets from animal shelters. 

• Ntolunteer at a nearby shelter. 

• Think before adoptinga ptt It is a long- 
term commitment: Cats live about 14 
years, large dogs 10 years, and dny dogs 
14 years. EHs should have regular health 
checkups and be treated with affection. 
Will you put in the time and effort? 

It may take time for Spay Day USA 
to achieve the status of Earth Day or 


the Great American Smokeout, but it 
represenLs a move in the right direction. 
Kim Sturia of the Fund for Animals is 
optimistic. “With proper education and 
legislation.” she says, "stopping the nccd- 
le.ss destruction of unwanted dogs and 
cats is clearly within our reach." K

HYTRIN Is used to treat benign prostaiie hyperplasia or BPH. 
HYTRIN is also used to treat high blood pressure (hyperten- 
sion), This leaflet describes HYTRIN only as a treatment for 
BPH. 

What Is BPH? 

The prostate is a gland located below the bladder. It surrounds 
the urethra (you-REETH-rah). wldch is a tube that drains urine 
from the bladder. BPH is an enlargcmcm of the prostate gland. 
The symptoms of BPH. however, can be caused by an incase 
in the lightness of muscles in the prostate. If the muscles inside 
the prostate tighten, they can squeete the urethra and slow the 
flow of urine. This con lead to symptoms such as: 

• a weak or interrupted stream when urinating 

• a feeling that you cannot empty your bladder completely 

• a feeling of delay when you sum to urinate 

• u need to urinate oRcn, especioily at night, or 

• a feeling that you must urinate right away. 

T>«atiTtant options for BPH 

There are three main treatment options for BPH: 

• Progrtim of monitoring or ■'Watchful Wailing". Some men 
have an enlarged prostate glond. but no symptoiru. or 
symptoms that are not bothersome. If this applies, you and 
your doctor may decide on a program of monitoring 
including regular checkups, instead of medication or 
surgery. 

• Medication. There ore different kinds of mcdicaiion used 
to uoat BPH. Your doctor has prescribed HYTRIN for 
you. Sec ‘Wiat HYTRIN docs" below. 

• Surgery. Some patients may need surgery. Your doctor con 
describe several different surgical procedures to treat 
BPH. Which p ro ce dure is best depends on your symptoms 
and medical condition. 


time until you learn how you team to HYTRtN. You should not 
drive or do any hazardous tasks until you are used to the effects 
of the mcdicaiion. If you begin to feel cliziy. sis or lie down 
until you feel better. 

• You will start with a I mg dose of HYTRIN. Then the 
dose will be increased as your body gets used to the effect 
orihe medicaiioo. 

• Other side effects yrm could have while taking HYTRIN 
include dtowtinesi, blurred or ha.^ vision, nausea, or 
"pufTiness" of the feet or hands. Discuss any unexpected 
effects you notice with your doctor.

• You should see an effect on your tympioins in 2 to 4 
weeks. So. you will need to continue seeing your doctor to 
check your progress regarding your BPH and to moniicr 
your blood pressure in addition to your other regular 
check-ups- 

• Your doctor has prescribed HYTRIN for your BPH and 
not for prostate cancer. However, a man can have BPH and 
prostate cancer u the same time. Doctors usually recom- 
mend that men be cheeked for prostate eancer once a year 
when they turn 50 (or 40 if a family member has had 
prosuie cancer). Thw checks should continue even if 
you are taking HYTRIN. HYTRIN is not a ircaimeni for 
prosuie cancer. 

• About Prosuie Specific Antigen (PSA). Your doctor may 
have done a blood lot called PSA. Your doctor is aware 
that HYTRIN does not olfca PSA levels. You may want to 
ask your doaor more about tins if you have had a PSA test 
done. 

Howto taka HYTRIN 

Follow your doctor's instructions about how to take HYTRIN. 
You must take il every day at the dose prescribed. Talk with 
your doctor if you don’t take it for a few diqrs. you may have 
to icsun it at a I mg dose and becautious about pouiblediui- 
ness.

the producer of Tom & Viv, 
talking to The Sunday Times 
ofLondon.Hewasspeoking

of the poet T.S. Eliot, in the new movie 
about the couple's disastrous marriage. 

Ms. Richardson was in Monhottan re- 
cently. and I went up to the Regency - 
Hotel on Pork Avenue on a windy, rainy 
winter’s day to see, her and usk a few 
questions. Her film had opened briefly; in 
New York and Los Angeles before Qinst- 
mos. to qualify for this year's Academy 
Awards, before opening nationwide ear- 
ly in the new year. The reviews had been 
stroncely mixed, with one critic com- 
plaining that Miranda hod been handed 
"a role Sint approaches' cliche." while an- 
other reviewer raved. "Miranda Rich- 
arf.son merits an Oscar nomination.'' 

Now here I was. dripping rain from 
my coat and shaking hands with a small, 
very pretty woman with u short.
